the college of that place. Later he 
attended Laval University, where he 
received the degree of doctor of law. 
In 1881 he became professor of com- 
mercial and maritime law in Laval 
and was batonnier general of the 
Quebec Bar in 1900. In 1906 he de- 
clined the Superior Court judgeship, 
and two years later was appointed 
‘puisine judge of the King’s Bench 
of Quebec. From 1897 to 1905 he 
was Attorney-General and Speaker of 
the Legislative Council. While in 
political life he was a strict autono- 
mist in Quebec affairs. 

Sir Horace is in his 57th year, and 
is a brother of Rt. Rev. Joseph Alfred 
Archambault. 


Monarch of Arran. 

One of the most interesting of little 
kingdoms, within other kingdoms is 
an island off t’ coast of Scotland, 
not always suspected of javing a 
monarch of its own 

Arran, this interesting island king- 
dom, is ruled over by a lady, the 
beautiful “marchtoness of Graham, 
wife of the eldest ron and heir of the 
Duke of Montrose. It was as Lady 
Mary Hamilton that the marchioness 
inherited this littke monarchy from 
the late Duke of Hamilton, 
whose only child she was. As sole 
owner of this sea-girt kingdom, the 
marchioness rules wisely and well 
over loyal subjects, numbering in all 
nearly 5,000. The island, which is 
soii1e 19 miles long and 101-2 
broad, with .n area of 168 square 
jmiles, has had a romantic history. 

Along the cliffs of the south coast 
there are several large caverns, one 
being known as the King’s cave. Here 
Robert the Bruce is said to have hid- 
den himself for some time, while it 
was from Brodick bay that Bruce 
sailed to Carrick on his expedition for 
the recovery of the crown. There 
fre many interesting ruins, too, such 
as Lochranza, once the residence of 
the Scots kings. Then there are 
cairns, standing stones and stone 
circles. 


Gun-Runners Busy. 

British Indian troops have just left 
Bombay for the Persian Gulf, From 
all accounts, the gun-runu¢rs in the 
Gulf are once more at their game, and 
they seem to have entered the field 
with greater zest than in the past, 
What is more alarming is the wide 
range of action of the smugglers. The 
whole of the Gulf littoral now seems 
to have become the hunting-field of 
the smugglers. In spite o. the pre- 
ventive measures adopted Uy the Sul- 
tan of Muscat, the smuggling of arms 
continues merrily and there seems no 
immediate prospect of its coming to 
an end. The Royal Indian Marine 
ships in the Gulf are fully occupied 
in blockading the arms traffic, and 
the mixed population of Arabs and 
Persians along the Guif now openly 
resents interference on the part of 
Britain with w it they regard as 
trade. Only the other day, a British 
ship was looted by the Arabs on the 
Tigris and the Mohammce 'an captain 
of the ship killed. If the Arabs and 
the Persians continue in as aggressive 
a mood-as at-present, there will Le 
no other. alternative left for Great 
Britain but to increase the number 
© her troops in places o1 the Gulf,

How It Feels to o Work Hard Without 
Food For Sixteen Days. 


Among the extraordinary tales of 
adventure, narrow escapes, and hard- 
ships, which A. H. Savage-Landor, 
the famous English explorer, has 
brought back from the wilderness of 
Brazil, is one to tax the credulity of 
readers of his book of travels to the 
utmost. He writes that his expedi- 
tion showed ‘‘that it is possible for 
people in a normal condition of 
health to go at least 16 days without 
food while doing hard work.” 

Mr. Savage-Landor traveled alto- 
gether 14,000 miles, through the un- 
known interior of South America. He 
had the greatest difficulty in finding 
men to accompany him. Finally by of- 
fering pecuniary inducements abso- 
lutely dazzling in the eyes of the 
Brazilian natives he secured the ser- 
vices of six ex-convicts. These f 
lows caused him no end of trouble. 
They mutinied at the least provoca- 
tion, and several times made treach- 
erous attempts on the explorer’s life. 

But nothing sufficed to make him 
turn back. Pushing ever onward into 
the wilderness, amid scenery of sur- 
passing beauty, he and his criminal 
companions at length found them- 
sélves hundreds of miles from the 
last vestige of civilization and whol- 
ly without food. For sixteen days 
they struggled on without anything 
to eat, 

He speaks eloquently of the effect 
which gnawing hunger had on him- 
self and his men, Some of his com- 
panions seemed on the verge of los- 
Ing their minds. They insisted that 
they heard shots and other noises 
about them, though there was not an- 
other person for miles roundabout. 
As to the effects of the sixteen days 
of privation on himself, the explorer 
writes: 

“It is curious how hunger works 
on your brain, I am not at all a 
glutton, and nevérth!nk of food un- 
jer ordinary circumstances. But while 
' was starving I could see before me 
‘rom morning till night, in my imag- 
ination, all kinds of delicacies — ca- 
viare, Russian sovps, macaroni au 
scratin, all kinds of refreshing ice 
‘reams, and plum pudding. Curious- 
ly enough, some days I had a perfect 
eraving for one particular thing, and 
would have given everything I pos- 
‘essed in the world to obtain a mor- 

el of it. The next day I did not 
are for that at all, in my imagina- 
ion, but wanted something else very 
‘adly. The three things which I 
nostly craved while I was starving 
vere caviare, galatine of chicken, and 
ce cream—the latter particularly.” 

What made his sufferings trebly 

‘ard to bear was the fact that he was 
iterally ‘‘lined’’ with : :oney., He had 
n his person $30,000, of which $20,- 

00 was in actual cash; yet he could 

iot buy even a mouthful of food. 

Another of the difficulties to be 
neountered in that long struggle 
‘as ants. They cut the strings by 
rhich the travelers had suspended 
heir shoes.in midair; they complete- 
y destroyed the upper parts, leaving 
nly the hard leather soles. They cut 
he hammock strings, they swarmed 
ver every tree \ hich might bear 
uts at the top, and when the travel- 
rs fell down in a faint, as they fre- 
nently did during the last days of 
vis particular journey, ants swarmed 
ver them, eating away the skin from 
veir faces,

till harder. Rain was constant, the 
nall party encountering some terri- 
ce storms, ‘‘We had not been dry o 2 
‘oment since the beginning of July,” 
ays the writer, “and we were now 
+t the end of September.’’ Through 
| this, however, the expedition sur- 
‘ounted ranges of hills, ct its way 
\rough. tangled uiderbrush, forded 
vollen rivers, and made a very re- 
pectable number of miles every day.

THE POTATO HABIT. 


Now There's a Shortage In the Popu- 
lar Tuber, 

And now word comes that there is 
a potato shortage of 92,000,000 bush- 
els, and it would seem as !f we are to 
be deprived of still another cheap and 
oourishing staple. 

But it may be sincerely said that the 
iverage American table hus seen the 
yotato too often and in too many un- 
\ttractive forms. “Fried potatoes” is 
4n omuipresent Americanism, which 
8s to blame for much of our national 
lyspepsia. 

Potatoes by chemical! analysis show 
boiled): 


‘This, of course, puts them into the 


‘sturchy” class, along with whit: 
bread, rice, macaroni, bominy an: 
many of the cereals. It is true tha 
many times we have committed th 
sin of baving “three starches” at th 
same meal, Investigators insist thx 
women eut too many starchy food~ 
When combined with a quantity o: 
the usual white bread, it is, true that 
the average meal is too high in starch 
value and still more true it is that our 
usual manner of peeling the potato 
berore using robs it of its chief value 
—that of its mineral! salt. Baked po- 
tatoes are the best and most economi- 
cal way of serving the tuber. 

Even if there is a potato shortage 
its place Can be taken by more exten- 
sive use of rice as a “vegetable” and by 
using hominy, spaghetti and parsnips, 
which nearly duplicate its qualities, in 
its place, 

Neat and Very Convenient. 

The woman who likes dainty, attrac- 
tive table service will appreciate the 
newest invention for serving eggs and 
toast at the first meal of the day.

HANDLING THE DOUKHOBORS, 


B. C. Now Falls Heir To Troublesome 
Russian Immigrants, 


The invasion of the Kootenay dis- 
trict by a large colony of Doukho- 
bors about a year ago has caused the 
Provincial Government no little trou- 
ble. The reason is that the Doukho- 
bors refuse to recognize municipal or 
provincial authority, and take their 
orders from their leader, Peter Vere- 
gin. The Government appointed a 
commission last spring to inquire into 
conditions in the Doukhobor settle- 
ment, and while an exhaustive report 
was made, it di? little in changing 
the situation. Not very long ago, the 
death of a woman in the colony 
brought matters to a head. Te 
“Douks” buried her and made no re- 
port of her death, The Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s Department ordered an inquest, 
but not one of the set 2ment would 
Say a word, All professed the most 
profound ignorance of the f#nglish 
tongue. The inquest had to be aban- 
doned, The authorities recognize that 
to put any of the band i jail is sim- 
ply to convert them into heroes or 
martyrs, 

The Doukhobors ignore other sta- 
tutes such as the Noxious Weeds Act, 
the return of births, marriages and 
deaths, and generally profess an in- 
tention of going just what they 
please. The property of the colony 
is held under the communal system. 
Hon. W. J. Bowser, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of British Columbia, in a recent 
speech in Toronto, dis ussea the mat- 
ter, and promised to bring: down leg- 
islation at the present session of the 
Legislature whieh would teach the 
‘“‘Douks”’ a much needed lesson. He 
said he did not propose to make mat- 
tyrs of them, but at any infringe- 
ment of the statutes a liberal fine 
would be bestowed, and this would 
be collected from the community as 
a whole. If one fine was not enough, 
other heavier ones would be impos- 
ed. He believed this would make 
them change their attitude toward 
the majesty of the law. 


Absentee Husbands, 


In an aggravated form, tbe prob- 
lem of the husband in Canada who is 
unwilling or unable to support his 
wife and family in Great Britain, is 
being experienced this year. Boards 
of guardiens in many parts of the 
country have to grant relief to main- 
tain those left ehind, and there as 
much grumbling. 

It is only within the last few years 
that this question has become promi- 
nent. Last year it will be remember- 
ed a delegation from Scotland went 
to Canada to trace errant husbands. 
It was successful in bringing a num- 
ber of men to their senses, and the 
eonsequent publicity seemed to have 
the effect of diminishing the number 
of cases in the north. Something cf 
the kind is evilently needed else- 
where, and apparently will come. 

The starding committee on emi- 
gration of the Royal Colonial! Insti- 
tute is conducting enquiries in this 
matter and proposes to communicate 
with t'- British and Canadian Goy- 
ronments with the object of securing 
‘oncerted action for the punishment 
of men guilty of des~.tion. 


e Less Beef Exported, 


Canadian exports of beef to Eng 
‘and are dwindling and are likely to 
lo so to a greater extent, according 
o J. E, Ray, trade commissioner, in 
his report to the Trade and Com 
nerce Department recently, He say 
n part:— 

“What little hope there was of re 
eipts from this source attaining 
ome degree of importance has been 
‘issipated by the opening of the Unit- 
d States market for the free import- 
tion of meat and catile, as a resu!' 
of which large nv nbers of live stock 
have been taken across the American 
vorder, In 1913, only 328 tons were 
received in this country from Canada, 
as compared with 583 tons in 1912.” 

The report reveals also a decline 
in the imports of cheese from Canada 
during 1913, in comparison with 
1912, of 58,802 cwt,, and in compart- 
s0n with 1911, 179,507 ewt. Butter. 
imports from Canada last year de- 
elined by 163,670 cwt.

| sequent need of more men, ever grows. 

“We do everything in our power to 
accommodate the employees,” says Mr. 
‘H. BE. Suckling, the treasurer of the 
|C.P.R. There is a great deal of time 
and work associated with the monthly 
pay day; and if we had to have it twice 
a month, as is the case in certain of 
the States—well, it would mean a lot 
more trouble, a doubled staf. and con- 
siderable more expense. We have to 
do it in Verment and Maine, which we 
pass through arc which have the 
bi-monthly payments, and I can tell 
you it is work. In several of the 
States it is the same; but Wherever 
it is found it is because State legisla- 
| tors pander to the so-called labor vote. 
|Our people have not sought for short 
term payments; and in fact, seeing 
that they know -or a certainty that on 
a certain date, without fail, they will 
get their money, they are perfectly 
satisfied to have it once a month. 
Think of a jcl of sending out twico a 
month 120,000 cheques, ‘here was 
some talk at Otawa some years ago of 
initiating bi-monthly payments; but 
the matter was not pursued. 

“The single monthly payment works 
well; it is a certain fixed cate which 
does not varv; there is a_ fixedness 
which gives cecurity; and ‘t suits all 
the people with whom they deal. 
Branch banks will be fourd all over 
the system, close to the place of work 
jand payment. so that tiuere is no 
trouble in getting the cheques cashed 
anywhere.”
